ence and on the stage, where the elaborate setting is plainly pictured. No flashlights were used, these being barred in the Auditorium by city fire regulation.

Present Procedure Is 
Claimed To Be Unjust 
and Favoring Rich 
Against Poor. 


Dallas, Texas, April 19.—A)— 
Groundwork for reform of court rules 


governing expert medical testimony 
was laid at the American Medical as- 
sociation annual convention in Dallas 
today. 

This and contract medical practic2 
were the two principal issues before 
the house of delegates, the legislative 
body of the organization. Under a 
resolution introduced by Dr. G. R. 
Follansbee, of Cleveland, Ohio, the fees 
for expert medical opinion would be 
taxed and collected by the court and 
the opinion would be based on exami- 
nation related to the testimony and 
not on hypothetical institutions. 

The resolution declared the present 
procedure robbed litigants of even. 
handed justice, favoring the rich 
against the poor. ‘The resolution of- 
fered the services of the organization 
is cooperation with bar associations 
and other agencies to eradicate what is 
described as an abuse. It was referrei 
to a committee for action tomorrow or 
Thursday.

A difference of opinion was re- 
vealed when a special committee re- 
ported to the convention the results 
of 24 hours’ study of a bone-dry reso- 
lution introduced by Mrs. iddward Y. 
Hartshorne, of Pennsylvania. Mrs. 
Hartshorne and Harriet Taylor Up- 
tion. An Ohio delegate took issue with 
the other three members of the com- 
mittee in their stand for unqualified 
approval of the 18th amendment, 

Mrs. Maude Wood Park and the 
other two committee members intro- 
duced a majority report which would 
put the league on record as affirming 
its “unwavering conviction that obedi- 
ence to the constitution and the writ- 
ten law of the land is the duty of 
every man and woman in the United 
States.” Mrs. Hartshorne introduced 
a minority report which would put 
the league on record as unalterably 
opposed to any change in the prohibi- 
tion laws. A lively debate is ex- 
pected Tuesday when the resolution 
comes up for a vote. 

There was little discussion on the 
floor Monday. In the resolution in- 
troduced by Mrs. Park, state and 
federal officials are called upon for 
strict enforcement. Civil service as 
the basis of appointment to the pro- 
hibition forces also is urged. 

Monday night the delegates raised 
$85,000 in about 30 minutes through 
“citizenship bonds.” The money will 
go toward the national budget of 
$137,000. 

A number of contributions also 
were recorded. John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr.. gave $5,000; Otto Kahn, $1,000, 
and Owen D. Young, $1,000.

Today two guns, found abandoned 
by the attackers, were presented as 
evidence.

As presented Inst night, “Aida” 
is most impressive and spectacular. 
Phe plot ix more real than many of 
the early Italian operas, and the music 
has true oriental coloring in accord 
with the Egyptian subject. The ¥aried 
stage setiings, the elaborate costumes, 
the beautiful ballets, the tremendous 
choruses, and above all the fine music, 
make this opera appeal to the general 

ublie as well as to the musicians, Un- 
S abtedly the musie was greatly in- 
fluenced by Wagner, it was quite a 
departure from the old conventional 
Italian forms, and even from Verdi's 
earlier works. There are many stir- 
ring climaxes and through the entire 
work are glorious melodies and highly 
dramatic passages. “Aida” is a power- 
ful opera, and was giyen with a strong 
cast, interpreting for us the music in 
all its glory. 

Under the master hand of Mr. Sera- 
fin, the great orchestra showed to un- 
usual advantage. We regret that 
much of the beautiful short prelude 
played softly mainly by the strings 
could not be enjoyed, due to the un- 
necessary noise of the audience. 

Throughort the opera there was 
good balance of orchestral parts, fine 
spirit, and power. Mr. Serafin’s in- 
terpretations are genuinely musician- 
jy, and under his direction an excep- 
tional performance’ is assured. It 
often seems that singers are given all 
the credit fora brilliant performance of 
of an opera, whereas in many cases 
the conductor makes their inspired 
singing possible. There is no doubt of 
the Metropolitan orchestra being one of 
the leading organizations in our coun- 
try, especially when Mr. Serafin is 
condueting. 

Ponselle Centers Interest. 

Miss Rosa Ponselle, as the heroine, 
was again the center of admiration. 
Her unusually powerful voice is well 
suited to the role of Aida, Thronghout 
the henvy chorus, whenever she was 
singing the lovely quality of her 
voice could be heard soaring above 
the grand ensembles, In the difficult 
aria “O cieli azzuri” in the third act, 
Miss Ponselle’s work was deservedly

As Real Leader 


In Textile Strike’ 


BY FRANK GETTY. 

Passaic, N. J., April 19.—“Only a 
scrap of paper.” 

A slender young man, his dark hair 
tossing in a chill April breeze, eyes 
flashing behind shell-rimmed = spec- 
tacles, flings the words across the heaJs 
of a closely packed crowd of textile 
workers who follow hi. eve.y gesture 
and phrase with eager attention. 

He is speaking from a soap box, 
on a corner lot in the little town of 
Wallington just across the Passaic 
river, flinging defiance to the mill 
owners of the valley. His hearers, 
numbering more than 2,000, are rep- 
resentatives of the strikers who walked 
out three months ago. 

Albert Weisbord, the youthful Har- 
vard graduate who hurried to Pas- 
saic to organize the workers, hols the 
strike in the hollow of his hand. These 
grim-faced men and women whose 
families are beginning to feel the 
pinch of hunger and privation. follow 
the young organizer with doglike de- 


votion. 
Is Symbol of Strike. 

To them, Weisbord is more than 
the symbol of the strike—he is the 
strike. Where he commands, they fol- 
low. 

Consequently what was supposed to 
he a critical day—the Monday on 
which three of the big mills of the 
textile valley opened their gates 
rather ostentatiously and invited the 
workers to return—passed quietly, 
without violence, and_ incidentally, 
without a break in the ranks of the 
strikers, ;

The mass 
meeting in the open lot at Wallington 
Monday afternoon gave them a chance 
to see and hear him reiterate his prom- 
ise that the strike will be won.

Thus the young man who is play- 
ing a role at Passaic similar to that 
filled by William Z. Foster in the 
great steel strike of 1919, character- 
izd the injunction obtai: 1 by the 
Forstmann-Huffman company forbid- 
ding picketing. 

“It is a civil matter, not a legal one. 
You cannot be arrested for violating 
this injunction,” Weisbord informed 
his hearers. | 

So picketing went on throughout the 
day, groups of twelve under the lead- 
ership of men with yellow arm-bands 
standing at designated gates. 

But there was no mass picketing, 
no violence, and the oft-repeated cry 
of “Cossacks!” flung by the strikers 
at the police was not heard. The po- 
lice and deputies shivered in the cold, 
raw, windy April air, and watched 
good-naturedly. 

Since there was no general move on 
the part of the workers to return 
Monday, and practeailly no addition to 
the maintenance forces, there wi. no 
need of unusual activity on the part of 
the strike leaders. They are waiting 
now, predicting victory before May.
